In the:last general election in Canada domestic questions were 
not up for consideration, and they played but a small part with the 
electors in the marking of the ballots, "The issue in 1917 was a 
war issue. It occupied the minds and hearts of the people to, the 
exclusion of everything else. It eliminated old party litles and 

_broke party allegiences extending over generations, _‘Tariffs,. finan- 
cial administration, domestic problems of all kinds, were thrown, 
temporarily at least, into the discard. The issue in the minds of 
the people, practically to, the exclusion of everything else, was 
whether the Military Service Act should stand or fall.
